Wayne Elsey, Founder and CEO of Soles4Souls. "This engaging event will 
not only leave a mark on the hearts of your entire congregation, but it will 
also help Soles4Souls continue our mission to 'Change the World One Pair 
at a Time,"' Elsey said. 

The efforts of OLBH and participating congregations will go directly toward 
helping put shoes on the feet of barefoot children around the world. The 
U.S. government estimates that 300 million children around the world don't 
own a single pair of shoes. A sad irony is that Americans threw away the 
same number of shoes into landfills last year alone.

Reflection

Remember how St. Augustine tells us about seeking 
God in many places and eventually finding Him 
within himself. Do you suppose it is of little 
importance that a soul which is often distracted 
should come to understand this truth and to find 
that, in order to speak to the Eternal Father and to 
take its delight in Him, it has no need to go to 
heaven and speak in a loud voice? However quietly 
we speak, He is so near that he will hear us: we 
need no wings to go in search of Him but have only 
to find a place where we can be alone and look upon 
Him present within us. Nor need we feel strange in 
the presence of so kind a Guest; we must talk to 
Him very humbly, as we should to our father, ask 
Him for things as we should ask a father, tell Him 
our troubles ... Remember how important it is for you 
to have understood this truth - that the Lord is within 
us and that we should be there with Him. 


Twenty six years ago this May, I moved to the Piedmont area. 
My family was young and Our Lady of the Black Hills was 
relatively new in the old part of our current building, to the 
point of not having pews yet. We sat in the chairs that are 
now downstairs. A great deal has changed over those 26 years 
and the parish family has been a big part of our lives over 
those same years. 

Sarah was born in 1984, one year after I joined Our Lady. 
Some of you may know Sarah as the young lady with the very 
long dark brown hair as a little girl or from when she was a 
cantor at the 8:00 mass during her high school years and 
during times when she was home from college. And so far, all 
of Sarah’s sacraments have been celebrated with a large 
portion of the parish community - from her baptism to her 
confirmation. 



On Saturday, May 23, Sarah and her fiance Michael Larson 
will be married at the Saturday evening mass. It is difficult to 
express how excited we are for the wedding to take place but 
also to be able to share this day, this sacrament, with the 
parish community that has been such a big part of our lives 
over the past twenty six years and or all of Sarah’s life. 

We know that this will be something new for Our Lady - to 
celebrate a wedding during the Sunday Liturgy, and we 
acknowledge that change is not always comfortable. But 
when I look back to how wonderful the celebration of a 
sacrament is when included with a Sunday liturgy, it seemed 
very natural to also allow for weddings to be included. It will 
be interesting to see how the parish responds to this new 
sacramental celebration during the weekend mass and also 
how well this works for the bride and groom.
